Given  the  present  demands  on  the  Board, 
we  are  proposing  to  consolidate  our  support  personnel  and  complement  their  time  and  skills  with  those 
individuals  who  have  assisted  our  office  in  the  past. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  department  heads,  volunteers  and  Town  office  personnel  for 
their  tremendous  efforts  throughout  1993.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  them  in  1994  in  the  ongoing 
challenge  of  being  of  service  to  the  public.

If  you  see 
a  problem  or  you  think  something  is  not  right  please  call  us,  by  calling  the 
Rockingham  County  Dispatch  Center  at  679-2225.  If  you  need  the  police  or  any 
other  emergency  service  be  sure  that  when  you  call  for  help  that  you  fully 
identify  yourself  and  give  your  complete  address. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  Fremont  for  their  continued  cooperation  and 
support.  Without  their  help  our  job  would  be  more  difficult.  I  also  wish  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Office  Staff,  the  members  of  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Rescue  Squad,  the  Highway  Department  and  each  member  of  the 
Police  Department:  Barbara  Baker,  Sergeants  Peter  Lamb  and  Clifford  Emery,  Jr., 
Officers  Ronald  Conant,  James  Elliottt,  Benjamin  Kelly,  Charles  Rand,  Roger 
Anderson,  and  ACO  Daniel  Whitman  for  their  support  in  1993.

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ROAD  AGENT  REPORT 


Last  year  it  was  voted  to  create  three  new  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  sander,  a 
plow  and  most  importantly  the  construction  of  a  storage  building  for  salt,  sand  and  equipment. 

In  1993,  we  rebuilt  and  paved  one  mile  on  North  Road.  One  of  our  plans  for  last  year  was  to  rebuild  1,000 
feet  on  Chester  Road  but  as  the  work  progressed  it  was  decided  to  do  an  additional  1 ,000  feet  on  North 
Road  to  meet  an  already  paved  section. 

In  1994,  we  plan  to  rebuild  and  pave  Chester  Road  from  Sandown  Road  hopefully  to  the  Fremont/Chester 
line. 

Again  this  year,  I  am  requesting  that  you  move  your  mailboxes  back  to  assure  that  mailboxes  are  two  feet 
from  the  edge  of  the  pavement.  Some  mailboxes  are  actually  over  the  pavement  and  this  makes  it  almost 
impossible  to  get  the  snow  off  the  roads.  In  order  to  plow  the  roads  effectively,  I  need  everyones 
cooperation  in  this  matter. 

There  was  a  new  Ordinance  passed  in  1993  regarding  the  hot  topping  of  driveways.  All  driveways,  new 
and  existing,  must  be  inspected  before  paving  begins.  This  inspection  is  free  of  charge  and  will  help  to 
insure  proper  drainage  away  from  the  roads  where  the  driveway  meets  the  road.  Please  contact  me  for 
this  inspection. 

We  are  still  a  part  time  Highway  Department.  The  Town  owns  the  plows  and  sanders  and  the  trucks  are 
privately  owned. 

The  future  goals  of  the  Highway  Department  are  to  keep  building  on  these  three  Capital  Reserve  Funds 
and  the  construction  of  a  new  storage  building.  These  three  Capital  Reserve  F  ;nds  will  truly  help  the 
Highway  Department  meet  the  increasing  demands  as  the  Town  continues  to  grow.  We  will  need  your 
continued  support  to  make  these  goals  a  reality. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  men  who  worked  so  hard  all  year  long.  Especially  for  their 
dedication  and  commitment  through  the  tough  winter  months.

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FREMONT  VOLUNTEER  RESCUE  REPORT 

In  1993  the  Fremont  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  more  than  75  medical  emergencies 
ranging  from  dizziness  to  death. 

In  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  growing  variety  of  emergencies  in  town,  rescue 
members  are  constantly  re-certifying  or  even  advancing  in  their  skills  as  four 
members  have.  It  takes  many  hours  of  classroom  and  practical  hands  on  training 
to  keep  members  certified  with  the  State  and  we  thank  the  townspeople  for  their 
support . 

Rescue  members  have  also  provided  CPR  education  to  many  of  our  Fremont  residents 
this  year. 

Exeter  Hospital  has  provided  Fremonters  with  their  own  paramedics  in  the  form  of 
two  fully  equipped  and  staffed  Advanced  Life  Support  vehicles  when  requested. 
This  service  has  been  very  helpful  in  providing  the  highest  level  of  care  for 
Fremont.  Having  the  Exeter  ALS  crew,  Brentwood  Ambulance  and  Raymond  Ambulance 
at  our  service,  has  provided  Fremont  residents  with  important  emergency  care 
without  the  expensive  cost  of  owning  our  own  ambulance.  We  feel  that  working 
together  with  these  outside  emergency  professionals;  Fremont  may  never  have  to 
bear  the  expense  of  an  ambulance,  thus  saving  many  tax  dollars. 

Through  the  year  the  Rescue  has  not  acquired  any  new  members  and  we  are  seeking 
new  members.  Anyone  interested  in  joining  may  contact  any  Rescue  member  listed 
below  or  call  Benny  at  895-4132.  You  should  know  your  Rescue  members,  they  are 
always  ready  to  help  you. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Police,  Fire  and  Townspeople  who  have  helped  us  over  this  past 
year  to  serve  Fremont.  Remember  your  emergency  phone  number  for  Raymond 
Ambulance,  895-3384.  Please  emphasize  that  you  are  calling  from  Fremont  to  avoid 
confusion  with  Raymond  calls.  Both  Fremont  and  Raymond  have  many  similar  street 
and  resident  names.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  year  of  1993  has  shown  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  calls  the  department  has  responded  to.  There 
appears  to  be  a  sway  from  woods  and  grass  fires  to  structural  fires.  The  cause  of  which  I  cannot  seem 
to  determine.  However,  I  feel  we  have  a  good  code  enforcement  inspection  system  and  I  hope  to  get  a 
feel  on  this  change  in  the  near  future. 

The  same  problems  still  exist  with  the  station-NO  ROOM!  Engine  II  only  has  2  inch  clearance,  but  only 
lost  mirrors  twice  this  year.  Tanker  5  still  has  to  have  a  full  load  of  water  to  clear  the  top  of  the  door, 
while  the  spare  hose  and  haz  mat  materials  have  to  be  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall.  I  still 
have  to  keep  the  two  1960  vehicles  in  running  condition  since  they  are  small  enough  to  fit  into  the  old 
1 934  section  of  the  station.  This  section  has  a  wooden  floor  with  a  basement  underneath.  Also,  of 
interest,  this  section  sits  on  lease  land. 

We  are  still  hoping  to  get  some  remuneration  for  the  volunteer  firefighters,  such  as  a  $200.00  clothing 
allowance  to  help  pay  for  clothes,  shoes,  gas  and  etc..  They  have  to  use  their  own  vehicle  as  OSHA  says 
NO  RIDING  on  fire  equipment  unless  in  seats  and  belted.  Therefore,  only  two  personnel  per  fire  truck. 
The  Town  of  Raymond  purchases  a  9  passenger  suburban  to  solve  the  problem  with  a  new  engine  that 
is  a  six  passenger  cab.  We  were  unable  to  get  a  crew  cab  on  our  last  new  truck  due  to  budget  restraints. 

Over  the  last  three  years  we  have  been  purchasing  some  hazard  material  equipment  and  will  be  getting 
the  required  training  as  time  and  money  permits.  Just  as  a  note  of  interest,  the  city  of  Claremont,  NH  did 
their  Haz  f^^at  training  and  went  to  help  a  small  town  next  to  them  and  were  fined  by  OSHA  because  the 
training  was  not  documented.  It  gets  more  difficult  every  year  for  the  small  towns  to  keep  up  with  all  the 
new  rules  and  regulations.  In  fact,  we  have  stopped  doing  gas  wash  downs  as  you  just  don't  know  where 
the  gas  is  going  to  go  and  who  might  sue  you  because  it  got  in  their  basement  or  water  supply. 

As  always,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Fire  Fighters  for  the  excellent  job  they  have  done.  They  have 
made  remarkable  stops  at  the  several  structural  fires  in  1993.  Thanks  for  a  job  well  done  under  difficult 
conditions. 

Remember  PERMITS  are  required  to  burn  outside  when  ground  NOT  covered  by  snow.  We  still  like  to 
know  about  any  outside  burning  at  all  times.  I  can  be  reached  at  895-2561  week-days  from  7:00  AM  to 
3:30  PM.  On  week-ends  call  dispatch  in  Raymond  895-4222.  They  will  put  you  in  touch  with  the  duty 
officer  or  myself  for  a  permit.  Oil  burner  installations  require  a  permit,  both  to  install  and  to  operate.  If 
that  is  not  done  some  Insurance  Companies  will  not  pay  if  you  should  have  a  problem. 

We  are  working  on  a  program  to  lower  the  Fire  Insurance  rate.  If  it  falls  in  place,  we  could  get  the  same 
rate  as  a  Town  with  hydrant  systems.  This  will  be  a  mutual  aid  project  with  our  bordering  towns.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  updated  several  sections  of  the  Master  Plan  as  required  by 
RSA  674:1  with  the  assistance  of  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission. 

Chapters  completed  and  adopted  include  Historic  Resources,  Community  Facilities,  Transportation  and 
Water  Resources.  The  construction  materials  chapter  has  been  completed  but  not  adopted. 

Housing,  Natural  Features  and  the  plan's  Introduction  Chapter  are  scheduled  for  revision  during  the  1 994 
calendar  year. 

The  Planning  Board  spent  an  inordinate  amount  of  time  on  the  Beaver  Creek  composting  facility  site  plan 
application  which  was  unanimously  rejected  after  a  well-attended  public  hearing.  Beaver  Creek  principals 
have  appealed  the  Board's  decision  to  the  court. 

The  Board  unanimously  recommended  several  non-controversial  zoning  ordinance  amendments  but  voted 
not  to  recommend  a  citizen  petition  zoning  amendment  that  would  place  limits  on  compost  facilities. 

During  1 994,  the  Board  will  review  several  residential  subdivision  projects  and  deal  with  the  impacts  of 
gravel  mining  proposals  that  would  create  ponds  in  the  town's  aquifer  protection  district. 

The  Planning  Board  recognizes  the  need  for  public  input  and  invites  the  public  to  its  meetings  conducted 
the  first  three  Wednesday  evenings  of  the  month  in  the  Town  Hall.

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SOLID  WASTE/RECYCLING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  1993  the  Solid  Waste  Committee  planned  and  managed  two  Bulky  Goods  Pickup  Days  at  the  Town 
Dump,  one  in  May  and  one  in  October. 

The  Committee  also  gave  consideration  to  the  question  of  recycling.  We  collected  and  analyzed  data  from 
the  recycling  programs  of  many  other  towns  in  Rockingham  County.  The  option  of  pay-per-bag  trash 
collection  was  discussed.  With  this  method,  householders  must  buy  special  trash  bags  and  the  haulers 
will  only  take  away  trash  that  is  in  those  bags.  This  has  proved  effective  in  Kensington  and  other  places 
in  lowering  the  cost  of  trash  collection  because  people  are  motivated  to  recycle  as  much  as  possible  of 
their  waste.  In  the  end  the  Committee  decided  to  give  curbside  recycling  a  try. 

Until  now  the  drop-off  operation  at  the  Town  Dump  has  been  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  our  small 
corps  of  dedicated  volunteers,  with  Claire  Williams  as  Coordinator  of  Volunteers.  The  decision  to  change 
the  system  was  made  in  the  hope  of  increasing  the  participation  in  recycling. 

The  Committee  prepared  a  Request  for  Proposals,  which  was  sent  out  to  trash-hauling  firms,  six  of  whom 
submitted  bids  for  Fremont's  waste  and  recycling  collection.  The  Selectmen  awarded  a  contract  to  Carl 
Hussey  of  Brentwood,  with  trash  pickup  to  start  in  January  1 994  and  collection  o  recycled  goods  in  March 
1994. 

To  make  this  system  or  any  system  of  recycling  pay,  a  high  rate  of  participation  is  necessary.  Every  ton 
of  goods  that  is  recycled  saves  more  than  $50.  in  disposal  fees  at  the  Rochester  Landfill.  It  is  hoped  that 
with  the  convenience  of  pickup  at  people's  houses,  everyone  will  take  part  in  recycling.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT-1992 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  actively  reviewing  dredge  and  fill  applications  throughout  the 
year.  Site  visits,  formal  reviews  with  applicants  and  formulating  recommendations  for  the  N.H.  State 
Wetlands  Board  and  the  Town  Planning  Board  have  filled  many  of  our  agendas. 

In  addition,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  focused  much  of  its  time  and  energy  on  bringing  about 
a  forest  management  plan  for  the  Oak  Ridge  Conservation  Lands.  The  Conservation  Commission 
contacted  Mr.  Donald  A.  Wilson  of  Land  and  Boundaries  Consultants,  Inc.  to  research  the  Oak  Ridge 
properties.  After  receiving  and  reviewing  the  title  and  boundary  research,  the  Commission  contracted  Dick 
Parker  of  Parker  Associates  to  complete  a  ground  survey  of  the  property.  With  the  ground  survey 
completed,  the  Conservation  Commission  was  able  to  seek  a  proposal  from  a  professional  forestry 
management  consultant,  to  develop  a  forest  management  plan  for  the  properties.

REPORT  OF  ROCKINGHAM  COUNTY  COMMUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM 

Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  (RCCAP)  is  a  private,  non- 
profit corporation.   Our  mission  is  to  serve  the  multitude  of  needs  of 
Rockingham  County's  low-income  residents  by  assisting  them  in  coping  with  the 
hardships  of  poverty,  giving  them  the  tools  to  lift  themselves  out  of  poverty 
and  seeking  to  eradicate  the  root  causes  of  poverty.   RCCAP  has  been 
addressing  these  needs  for  twenty-eight  years. 

Greater  Raymond  Community  Action  Center  is  an  outreach  office  of  RCCAP  that 
serves  residents  of  Fremont  and  12  other  communities,  and  as  such  acts  as 
Fremont's  central  resource  for  information  regarding  all  available  human 
services.   RCCAP  also  offers  intake,  clinic  and  distribution  sites  in  over 
half  of  the  county's  thirty-seven  communities  for  the  application  and 
provision  of  various  Community  Action  services. 

Community  Action  provides  a  wide  range  of  services  that  are  unduplicated 
elsewhere  in  the  county.   Most  of  these  services  meet  immediate,  critical 
needs  and  all  have  a  direct  and  positive  impact  on  people's  lives.   The 
following  services  were  provided  by  Community  Action  to  eligible  residents  of 
Fremont  from  July  1,  1992  through  June  30,  1993. 

51  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  that  provided  a  financial 
grant  of  up  to  $500  to  assist  with  energy-related  expenses. 

1  home  was  weatherized  through  the  Weatherization  Program,  a  program  that 
provides  high  quality  energy  conservation  materials  and  skilled  labor  to 
weatherize  homes  in  order  to  reduce  heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

40  children  and  day  care  providers  participated  in  the  Family  Day  Ci re 
Program,  a  program  that  provides  training  and  technical  assistance  to  day  care 
providers  and  sponsors  the  Child  and  Adult  Care  Food  Program. 

5  child  care  referrals  were  arranged  through  the  Child  Care  Resource  and 
Referral  Program,  a  program  that  compiles  current  data  on  all  available  child 
care  options,  provides  child  care  referrals  to  employees  of  participating 
companies  as  well  as  to  the  general  public,  and  expands  the  supply  of  quality 
child  care  by  recruiting,  training  and  assisting  new  providers. 

41  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC  Program,  a 
program  that  offers  supplemental  nutritious  foods,  nutrition  education, 
breastfeeding  support  and  health  care  referrals  to  pregnant  women,  nursing 
mothers,  infants  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  five. 

6  children  were  enrolled  in  Head  Start,  a  comprehensive  early  childhood 
development  program  that  provides  education,  health  care  and  family  support 
services  to  income  eligible  pre-school  children  and  their  families. 

116  food  allotments  were  provided  through  the  Surplus  Food  Program,  a  program 
that  distributes  USDA  surplus  food  to  eligible  households  through  mass 
distributions  held  four  times  each  year. 

7  emergency  food  allotments  were  provided  through  the  Emergency  Food  Pantry,  a 
program  that  provided  a  temporary  emergency  supply  of  non  perishable  food  to 
households  facing  severe  economic  hardship. 

6  households  received  Crisis  Services,  programs  that  provided  a  one-time 
financial  grant  for  the  payment  of  rent,  mortgage,  electricity  or  fuel  for 
those  in  emergency  situations. 
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1  individual  was  maintained  on  the  Emergency  Response  System  (Lifeline),  a 
program  that  provides  immediate  twenty-four  hour  access  to  community  medical 
responders  for  elderly  and  handicapped  individuals  in  order  to  ensure  their 
safety  and  maintain  their  independence  and  quality  of  life. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted  to 
working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help.   During  the  past  year,  we 
logged  330  calls  or  visits  from  Fremont  residents,  many  of  which  were  crisis 
calls  involving  fuel  or  utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food  or  clothing  or 
general  financial  needs.   By  working  closely  together  with  local  and  state 
welfare  administrators,  fuel  and  utility  companies,  other  human  service 
agencies  and  interested  clergy  and  civic  groups,  we  are  able  to  link  those  in 
need  with  the  services  available  to  them. 

The  services  provided  by  our  staff,  together  with  the  programs  provided  by  our 
agency,  have  a  direct  and  significant  effect  on  Fremont's  welfare  budget.   If 
our  services  were  decreased,  the  town  would  experience  a  resulting  increase  in 
requests  for  local  welfare  assistance. 

Since  the  services  we  provide  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve  of  the  full 
financial  burden  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their  low-income  residents,  we 
ask  every  community  we  serve  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  our  agency 
based  upon  the  level  of  service  we  have  provided  to  its  residents.   The  amount 
we  request  equals  4.5%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  services  we  provided 
during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  which  means  that  we  request  $4.50  for  every 
$100.00  we  provided  in  direct  services. 

From  July  1,  1992  through  June  30,  1993,  Community  Action  provided  $97,605  in 
services  to  Fremont  residents.   We  are  therefore  requesting  the  town  of 
Fremont  to  contribute  4.5%  of  this  amount,  or  $4,392.   The  town  of  Fremont  has 
contributed  to  our  agency  for  many  years,  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to 
you  for  your  continued  support.

The  Recycling  Coinmitlee  planned  a 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
which  was  held  on  May  8,  1992.  The 
collection  was  held  at  two  locations  to 
better  serve  the  population  of  the 
District  towns.  One  collection  site  was 
held  in  Hampton  and  one  in  Sandown. 
The  collection  was  very  successful  wjUi 
152  cars  being  processed  in  Sandown 
and  393  cars  being  processed  in 
Hampton.  The       total       cost       of        the 

collections  was  $26,923.  A  grant  from 
the  State  of  New  Hainpshiie,  based  on 
the  population  of  the  Dislrict  towns,  m 
the  amount  of  $8,707.  helped  to  offset 
the  cost.  The  remainder  was  paid  for 
out  of  District  funds  which  had  been  set 
aside  for  this  purpose.  The  per  car 
cost  came  to  $49.40.  The  Committee  fell 
the  collection  was  a  resounding  success 
and  have  set  aside  funds  in  the 
1994/1995  Budget  to  hold  another 
collection  in   the   Spring   of   1994. 

The  Recycling  Coininitlee  continued  the 
Grant  Program  for  education  and  public 
relations.

IN   THE    UPCOMING   YEAR; 

The  Administrative  portion  of  the 
District  will  remain  a  half-time  operation. 
The  present  office  location  will  be 
maintained,  and  the  Administrative 
Assistant's  hours  will  remain  at  twenty 
hours  per  week.  The  District  continues 
to  administrate  the  District  Contract  with 
Waste  Management  of  New  Hampshire 
Turnkey       Landfill.  The      participating 

towns  are  billed  through  the  District 
office  for  the  tonnage  they  send  to 
Turnkey. 

The  Recycling  Committee  will  continue  to 
study  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  slick 
paper  recj'cling,  used  tire  recycling,  and 
other  issues  as  they  come  up.  The 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  will 
be    planned    for    the    Spring. 


The  Liaison  Committee  will  continue  to 
work  to  establish  stronger  relationships 
with  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  in  the 
member  municipalities,  and  improving 
communications    with   other    149-M    towns. 

The  District  will  continue  to  operate  its 
brush/wood  chipper.  The  chipper  will 
be  delivered  and  picked  up  at  no  charge 
to  the  member  municipalities.  The  use 
of  the  chipper  may  be  scheduled  by 
calling  the  District  Office  or  the  Hampton 
Department   of   Public    Works. 

The  District  continues  to  have  an 
agreement  with  Waste  Not,  Inc.  for  stump 
grinding  and  wastewood/wood  demolition 
disposal.  This  service  is  located  at  the 
Town  of  Hampton  landfill  and  is  available 
to  all  member  municipalities.  It  operates 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Saturday  from 
9:00  AM  to  4:00  PM.  A  fee  is  charged 
for  the  use  of  the  service.  Further 
information  may  be  obtained  by  calling 
the   District  Office. 

The  proposed  Budget  as  adopted  by  the 
District  contains  no  levy  to  the  Member 
Municipalities.  However,  it  is  possible 
that  economics  will  dictate  assessments 
in  future  years  depending  on  the  types 
of   projects   adopted. 

In  addition  to  the  above  enumerated 
plans,  the  District  will  i-eview  other 
possible  methods  of  refuse  disposaJ  in 
order  to  arrive  at  more  economicaJ 
solutions.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wUdfires  were  campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and 
debris  fires  that  escaped  controL  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  New  Hampshire  State 
Law  (RSA  224:27  ID  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled 
,iny  fire  or  bum  or  cause  to  be  bumed  any  material  in  the  open,  escept  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  fix)m  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where 
^,^P  hiiminp  ia  ti\  hft  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  pimishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all 
fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns  in  wildland  fire 
suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention  programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is 
celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protectian  Bureau 
will  be  working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  -  "Remember.. .Only  YOU 
can  prevent  forest  fires.  Fire  prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tooL  Please  be 
careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.

Chester  and  Fremont.   This  consolidation  was  a  result  of 

the  State  of  New  Hampshire  reapportionment  based  upon  the 

1990  census. 

I  was  appointed  to  the  committee  on  Executive  Departments 

and  Administration,  to  consider  matters  pertaining  to  the 

general  administration  of  state  laws  and  changes  therein; 

matters  of  policy  pertaining  to  the  executive  departments 

of  state  government. 

Our  committee  had  a  record  57  bills  that  were  presented, 

discussed  and  passed  on  to  the  whole  house  for  their  disposition. 

Some  bills  became  law;  some  were  sent  to  interim  study,  which 

allows  additional  time  to  study  and  formulate  correct  policy.

I  spent  a  total  of  82  days  in  Concord 

on  behalf  of  my  constituents  during  the  1993  session. 

I  was  fortunate  in  being  elected  as  the  original  freshman 

representative  on  the  executive  board  of  Rockingham  County. 

I  also  sit  on  the  sheriff's  subcommittee  which  has  oversite 

on  that  county  function.   The  executive  board  of  the  county 

has  met  a  total  of  11  times  to  provide  oversite  as  to  the  spending 

of  your  tax  dollars.

The  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:05  P.M.  by  the 
School  Moderator,  Maureen  Buhrman .   Mrs.  Buhrman  reviewed  the  rules  -for 
the  evening,  introduced  the  school  board  and  guests,  gave  the  results  o-f 
the  election  and  read  the  o-f-ficial  School  District  Warrant. 

ARTICLE  1:  "To  hear  the  reports  o-f  agents,  auditors,  and  committees  or 
o-f-ficers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto." 

Annemar i e  Gilligan  moved  the  article  as  read,  and  it  was  seconded. 
Mr.   Maloo-f  spoke  on  behalf  o-f  the  Chester/Fremont  Co-Op  Middle 
School  Study.   The  committee  is  not  recommending  a  vote  be  asked 
-for  on  the  articles  o-f  agreement  at  this  time  due  to  economic 
reasons. 

There  being  no  -further  discussion  the  article  was  called  to  a  vote. 
ARTICLE  1  WAS  PASSED  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  2:  "To  see  i -f  the  School  District,  pursuant  to  RSA:  195:18  will 
vote  to  create  a  Cooperative  School  District  Planning  Commit'ree 
consisting  o-f  three  qual  i -f  i  ed  voters  o-f  whom  at  least  one  shall  be  a

Michael  Miller  moved  the  article  as  read,  and  it  was  seconded. 
Mr.   Miller,  responding  to  a  question  from  the  floor,  explained  tha 
the  study  would  be  done  with  Raymond  and  Epp i ng  in  regards  to  the 
middle  and  high  school  situations. 

There  being  no  further  discussion  the  article  was  called  to  a  vote. 
ARTICLE  2  WAS  PASSED  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  3:  "To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  th 
sum  of  *83,000.00  as  a  deficit  appropriation  for  the  July  1,  1992, 
through  June  30,  1993,  fiscal  year  to  cover  Special  Education  costs  wh i c 
exceeded  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  purpose."  (Recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee). 

Barbara  Munsey  moved  the  article  as  read,  and  it  was  seconded. 
Mrs.   Munsey  went  over  the  budget  explaining  the  surpluses  and 
deficits  of  each  code  line.   The  anticipated  surpluses  are  due  to 
personnel  changes,  joining  with  other  towns  in  the  SAU  for  lower 
rates  on  insurance,  not  replacing  a  library  aid  and  by  early  paymen 
of  a  loan.   The  expected  deficits  are  due  to  8  new  students  in  the 
special  education  program,  increased  need  for  speech  therapy,  the 
need  to  bring  the  special  education  records  up  to  state  standards 
and  the  bus  transportation  costs. 

There  being  no  further  discussion  the  article  was  called  to  a  vote. 
ARTICLE  3  WAS  PASSED  by  voice  vote. 
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ARTICLE  4!  "To  see  i-f  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the. 
sum  o-f  *2 ,  695 ,  746 .  00  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  School  District 
officials  and  agents  and  for  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District." 

Christine  Kenneway  moyed  the  article  as  read,  and  it  was  seconded. 
Mrs.   Kenneway  explained  the  major  increases  for  the  1993-1994 
budget.   Most  of  the  increases  came  from  the  regular  education 
portion  of  the  budget;  step  increases  for  the  teachers,  health 
insurance  and  the  hiring  of  aides  for  special  education  and  speech 
therapy.   There  was  some  discussion  on  the  amount  being  voted  on. 
Mrs.   Kenneway  explained  *83,000.00  had  already  been  approved  in 
Article  3  and,  leaving  a  balance  of  *2 , 695 , 746 . 00  to  be  approved  to 
reach  the  *2 , 778 , 746 . 00  proposed  1993-1994  budget  figure. 
There  being  no  further  discussion  the  article  was  called  to  a  vote. 
A  voice  vote  was  indecisive,  the  Moderator  called  for  a  hand  vote. 
The  result  of  the  vote:  60  FOR  23  opt -Dsed 
ARTICLE  4  WAS  PASSED. 

ARTICLE  5r  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting. 

Mrs.   Buhrman  asked  if  there  was  any  other  business.   Mr.  Thomas 
made  a  motion  "  That  next  years  School  District  Meeting  be  held  the 
Monday  before  Town  Elections  "  and  it  was  seconded.   Mr.   Thomas 
explained  it  would  give  people  a  clearer  idea  where  they  stood 
financially  before  voting  time.   Several  people  suggested  that 
having  i t  on  a  Saturday  would  be  better.   Mr.  Thomas  amended  his 
motion  to  read  "  To  hold  The  School  District  Meeting  the  Saturday 
before  Town  Elections  ".   There  being  no  further  discussion,  the 
amended  motion  was  brought  to  a  vote.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 


The  1 993-94  school  year  began  with  some  new  changes  in  the  way 
Ellis  School  looks.   The  primary  wing,  consisting  of  grades 
one  and  two,  was  completely  renovated.   Classrooms  were  freshly 
painted,  new  storage  space  was  added,  carpeting  was  installed, 
and  new  student  desks  and  chairs  were  purchased.   This  was  done 
to  improve  the  learning  climate  and  to  meet  the  active  learning 
styles  of  our  primary  students.   The  library  also  received  a 
built-in  storage  unit  to  safely  accommodate  media  equipment 
and  general  supplies. 

The  new  year  also  brought  some  change  in  the  ages  of  our  typical 
students.   Preschool  children  from  age  three  to  six  have  joined 
our  elementary  population  with  the  introduction  of  the  integrated 
preschool/kindergarten  program.   The  preschool  program  is  located 
in  its  own  classroom  in  the  primary  wing.   This  classroom  has 
also  been  renovated  and  fully  equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  youngest  students.   This  program  wap  initiated  as  a  joint 
venture  between  Fremont  and  Chester  school  districts  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  special  education  preschool  students.   Regular 
education  preschool  students  are  also  participating  in  the 
program  for  a  fee,  and  eligibility  is  determined  by  lottery. 
The  preschool  program  has  been  successful  in  providing  quality 
early  childhood  services  within  our  school  at  less  cost. 

The  new  school  year  has  also  brought  some  operational  changes. 
Due  to  recent  vandalism  at  Ellis  School,  a  curfew  closing  the 
school  grounds  from  9:00  p.m.  to  sunrise  has  been  enacted  and 
will  be  strictly  enforced.   This  does  not  pertain  to  authorized 
school  functions,  however.   New  student  release  and  school  guest 
procedures  have  also  been  initiated  to  insure  the  safety  of 
our  students. 

We  also  began  the  start  of  our  school  year  with  some  positive 
fiscal  news.   A  year  end  surplus  of  $52,574.00  was  generated 
by  operational  savings,  refunds,  and  grants.   In  addition,  the 
N.H.  Legislature  authorized  additional  Foundation  Aid  funding. 
Fremont's  share  is  estimated  to  be  $32,320.00.   These  two  sources 
will  contribute  $84,894.00  to  tax  reduction  for  1994.   At  this 
point  in  time,  the  school  district  is  also  operating  within 
budget  and  a  budget  deficit  is  not  anticipated  for  the  1 993- 
94  school  year. 

Reductions  in  our  special  education  population  have  also  been 
evidenced  for  the  1993-94  school  year.   Ellis  School  has  recorded 
a  22%  decrease  in  special  education  students  from  the  last  school 
year.   The  high  school  population,  students  in  Sanborn  Regional 
or  Epping  High  School,  has  shown  a  slight  increase  of  4%. 
Students  in  out-of -district  placements  have  decreased  by  50%. 
Inclusion  (instructing  regular  and  special  education  students 
in  the  classroom)  and  improved  special  education  procedures 
have  made  it  possible  to  reduce  these  numbers.   Resources  once 
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given  to  out-of -district  schools  are  now  available  within  Ellis 
School  and  all  students  can  benefit  from  these  services. 
Special  education  continues  to  be  a  major  concern  in  meeting 
the  needs  of  our  students,  teachers,  and  community.   Staff 
education  and  program  development  will  be  stressed  this  school 
year. 

Work  is  also  continuing  to  refine  and  strengthen  the  written 
curriculum  for  grades  one  through  eight.   The  redevelopment 
of  the  social  studies  curriculum  was  completed  in  January  and 
the  redevelopment  of  the  science  curriculum  is  underway. 
Improvements  in  assessment,  in  the  form  of  skills  lists  and 
portfolios,  have  been  targeted  for  mathematics  and  language 
arts.   Work  has  also  begun  in  formulating  a  health  curriculum 
by  evaluating  the  state  health  curriculum  guidelines.   In  the 
area  of  extracurricular  programs,  musical  instrumentation 
instruction  is  available  this  school  year.   This  new  program 
is  being  funded  by  fees  charged  to  the  participants. 

New  areas  of  focus  for  the  1993-94  school  year  are  the  middle 
school  (grades  six  through  eight),  technology,  and  the  SAU. 
We  are  rethinking  the  way  middle  school  students  are  being  taught 
in  order  to  better  prepare  them  for  high  school.   Various  ideas 
including  algebra,  mini-courses,  mentors,  etc.  are  being 
explored.   Technology,  including  computers  and  various  forms 
of  media,  continue  to  be  a  concern  in  making  our  school 
technology  ready.   Several  new  computers  are  being  purchased 
this  year  with  grant  funding.   The  feasibility  of  a  computer 
lab  and  active  participation  in  Cable  in  the  Classroom  are  being 
explored.   We  continue  to  have  a  close  working  relationship 
with  our  fellow  SAU  boards  Chester  and  Epping.   This  year  we 
will  be  working  to  reorganize  our  SAU  Office  to  include  education 
and  business  functions. 

We  believe  that  major  strides  in  improving  the  education  of 
our  children  both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom  have  been  made 
in  our  community.   This  has  been  accomplished  by  many  caring 
people  in  our  school,  government,  and  community.   We  thank  you 
for  your  gift  of  time,  resources,  and  support  in  making  good 
things  happen  for  our  school  and  community.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

It  is  with  mixed  emotions  that  I  have  resigned  my 
position  as  superintendent  of  schools  for  SAU  #14.  effective 
June  30.  1994.   Part  of  me  will  miss  the  many  fine  people  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  to  work  with  during  these  past  five 
years,  and  part  of  me  is  excited  about  the  many  new 
challenges  that  lay  ahead. 

During  my  tenure  as  superintendent  of  schools  we  have 
accomplished  many  improvements  in  School  Administrative  Unit 
#14.   I  have  listed  the  achievements  made  during  these  past 
five  years: 

a.  The  reorganization/restructuring  of  SAU  #14 

b.  Introduction  of  financial  management  procedures 
to  build  fiscal  accountability 

c.  Development  of  AHERA  management  plan 

d.  Development  of  SAU  Administrative  Manual 

e.  Introduction  of  site  base  management 

f.  Development  of  flexible  curriculum  guidelines 

g.  Development  of  a  clinical  supervision  model  and 
staff  development  plan 

h.   Development  of  LEA  plan  for  special  education 
i.   Integration  of  special  programs/ i ncl usi on  of 

students  with  disabilities 
j.   Development  of  ESL  manual 
k.   Development  of  Sec.  504  manual 
1.   Development  of  District  Program  Evaluation 

and  Review  Committee  (P.E.R.C.) 
m.   Development  of  Assessment  Program 

I  feel  the  most  significant  achievement  has  been  the 
progress  made  in  the  language  arts  curriculum.   We  have  been 
dedicated  to  the  ongoing  development  and  improvement  of  this 
program  recognizing  that  language  is  on«  of  the  most 
important  skills  we  can  develop  in  our  children. 

The  basic  language  arts  block  is  ninety  minutes  in 
length  during  which  time  no  interruptions  are  allowed. 
Students  are  engaged  in  language  (reading  and  writing)  for 
maximum  time  on  task.   Special  teachers  and  aides  are 
integrated  into  the  block  to  have  as  many  adults  possible  to 
lower  the  student  ratio  to  as  low  as  1:5.   All  special 
programs,  enrichment,  special  education,  chapter  services 
are  included  in  the  language  block. 

Because  of  the  site  base  concept,  each  of  the 
elementary  buildings  has  evolved  differently.   In  Epping  the 
program  is  whole  language  using  teacher  developed  thematic 
units  to  teach  reading  and  writing.   The  program  is  a 
literature  based  program.   The  program  in  Chester  is  whole 
language  but  uses  a  basil  as  the  focus  of  the  program.   At 
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Fremont  the  program  uses  trade  books  and  is  literature 
based.   The  result  of  this  program  is  that  the  three 
schools,  over  the  past  three  years,  have  placed  their 
students  in  the  upper  half  of  the  California  Achievement 
Test. 

The  most  significant  achievement  in  the  area  of 
community  relations  has  been  the  development  of  a  concept 
for  a  district  program  evaluation  and  review  committee 
(P.E.R.C.).   PERC  is  a  broadly  based  standing  committee  of 
the  Epping  school  district  conducting  regular  meetings  and 
engaging  in  a  number  of  projects  that  promote  the  mission 
and  goals  of  the  school  system. 

The  committee  consists  of  eleven  regular  members,  only 
one  of  whom  is  a  permanent  member  (Central  Office 
Administrator).   The  remaining  members  are  made  up  from 
building  administrators,  community  members,  school  board  and 
teachers.   The  commitment  to  the  committee  is  a  two  year 
term  except  in  the  first  year,  some  were  appointed  for  one 
year  to  stagger  membership. 

The  purpose  and  function  of  the  committee  is  to  direct 
the  review,  evaluation,  introduction,  renewal  or 
reaffirmation  of  educational  programs  within  the  school 
district.   A  good  example  of  how  this  committee  works  is  in 
Epping  where  there  were  concerns  over  heterogeneous  grouping 
vs  homogeneous  grouping.   The  result  is  the  language  arts 
block  and  some  math  classes  are  homogeneous  while  the 
remainder  of  the  day  is  heterogeneous.   We  believe  the  work 
of  the  PERC  committee  gave  us  the  best  of  both. 

Finally,  my  assistant,  Mr.  Robert  Bell,  will  assume  the 
duties  of  superintendent  starting  July  1,  1994.   He  brings  a 
wealth  of  administrative  knowledge  as  well  as  the  continuity 
needed  for  effective  schools.   I  am  sure  you  will  continue 
to  show  him  the  support  that  you  have  give  me  over  these 
past  years.

The  students  were  welcomed  back  by  changes  and  new  faces  on 
the  teaching  staff.   Mrs.  Debra  Almon  moved  from  Grade  2  to 
Grade  1.   New  members  of  the  teaching  staff  are:  Mrs.  Donna 
Lowell,  Grade  4;  Miss  Melanie  Phillips,  Grade  6,  7  and  8 
Mathematics;  Mrs.  Diane  Jackson,  Physical  Education;  and 
Miss  Alison  Welch,  Music. 

We  also  instituted  an  Integrated  Pre-School,  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Jacqueline  Klossman,  for  four  and  five 
year  old  special  education  and  regular  education  students. 
This  program,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chester  School 
District,  has  allowed  us  to  bring  our  out-of -district 
placements  back  to  Fremont  and  provide  a  quality  education 
in  an  environment  that  is  familiar  to  students  and  provide  a 
smooth  transition  into  Grade  1. 

In  addition  to  these  changes  we  have  been  able  to  upgrade 
our  Physical  Plant.   New  storage  cabinets  were  installed  in 
the  Media  Center,  rugs  and  storage  shelves  were  installed  in 
the  Primary  Wing  and  a  Grade  1  classroom  had  a  much  needed 
drop  ceiling  installed-   We  were  also  able  to  purchase  new 
furniture  for  the  primary  classroom. 

In  spite  of  the  many  changes  we  were  able  to  start  the 
school  year  off  on  a  positive  note  as  the  students  and  staff 
returned  with  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm.   This  enthusiasm 
is  fueled  by  the  continued  support  of  the  Fremont  Community 
as  it  provides  us  with  the  resources  to  upgrade  the 
curriculum,  implement  new  methods  of  assessment  and  upgrade 
the  physical  appearance  of  the  building. 

In  the  future  we  will  have  to  move  forward  in  the  area  of 
technology.   As  we  move  closer  to  the  Twenty-First  century 
it  is  vitally  important  to  provide  the  students  with  the 
technological  experiences  that  will  prepare  them  for  the 
educational  challenges  they  will  meet.   To  this  end  the 
School  Board  and  staff  are  committed  to  purchasing  computers 
and  using  Cable  in  the  Classroom  as  well  as  providing 
training  in  these  areas.   With  your  continued  support  we 
will  continue  to  provide  the  students  of  Fremont  with  a 
quality  education. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  P.T.A., 
Playground  Committee,  and  Fremonters  For  Education  whose 
dedication  has  resulted  in  the  providing  of  services  and 
purchase  of  materials  to  enhance  the  educational  experiences 
of  the  students.   These  organized  efforts  were  recognized 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  form  of  receiving  the 
Blue  Ribbon  Achievement  Award  for  an  Outstanding  Volunteer 
Program  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.   Again,  THANK  YOU.
